DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgement of RCE 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
29 th , 2010 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1-9, filed March 29 th , 2010 are pending. Independent claims 1 and 4 
have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, the closest prior art of US '356 (US 2,642,356), 

US '357 (US 2,642,357), and Otsuka (US 4,810,285) disclose methods of forming fine 
nickel powder and fine copper powder, respectively, however US '356 and US '357 do 
not disclose that the particle size of the powder produced was 0.4 urn and below, and 
Otsuka had relied on Richardson (H.W. Richardson, "Copper Compounds") to disclose 
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using elemental copper however Richardson's disclosure only applied to the use of 
elemental copper in the fused state, not in a vapor phase reaction. 

Regarding independent claim 4, the closest prior art of US '193 (US 2,754,193) 
and US '195 (US 2,754,195) do not disclose that the particle size of the powder 
produced was 0.4 urn and below. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
